“base of the tree stands in this 
solution and’ water is added as 
the solution is used by the tree. 
Tests by the United States For- 
est Service indicate Christmas 
trees retain their needles about 
two weeks if they stand in water.

end should be sawed off an inch 
or two from the end, preferably 
at an angle or in a V shape, This 
gives the water free access to the 
frésh wood. 

Christmas trees can be-made 
nearly fireproof. The process is
